to get a favorable report. 
Citizens of the Hamlin School 
District can take pride in what they 
are doing for their young people by 
providing them with everything that 
they can to insure them a sound 
educational system.

country. It is a little hard to get very 
excited anymore about special weeks 
since there seem s to be a week set 
aside for just about everything any­ 
more. 
But this particular week should 
have more than a little significance 
to everyone who breathes—which 
just about takes care of all of us 
doesn't it?

According to Texas State De­ 
partment of Health, the economic 
loss from air pollution has been 
estimated at more than $60 per year 
for each, man, woman and child. 
This is in the form of crop damage, 
corrosion, 
cleaning bills, 
wasted 
fuel, accidents from reduced visi­ 
bility—these 
known 
effects keep 
mounting. 
Air pollution is a mix—com­ 
pounded from exhausts of millions 
of 
automobile 
emissions, 
from 
power plants and industries, and 
many 
other 
causes. 
Nor is all 
pollution visible to the eye. 
Toxic 
fumes pour forth from other sources 
into the limited ribbon of air which 
surrounds the earth. 
While we are not really hurting 
in West Texas from air pollution 
yet, 
it still should concern us b e ­ 
cause at the rate we are going all of 
the e a rth ’s air is going to be pol lut­ 
ed, including ours. 
Among 
the 
health 
problems 
brought 
on by air 
pollution are 
emphysema, bronchitis, lung can­ 
cer, 
colds, 
pneumonia and bron­ 
chial asthma. 
So, 
if nothing else, 
maybe we 
should step outside next week and 
enjoy the clean air we have while we 
can.

The report recommended that 
the 
Hamlin 
Independent 
School District be continued 
as fully accredited for grades 
I through 12. 
The elementary, junior high 
school, and high school of the 
Hamlin Independent School

The visit covered the follow­ 
ing five areas: school plant 
and facilities,

Among the things noted In 
the report were: the system 
offered a program of guidance 
services, health services were 
provided for all students of 
the district, and the district 
had one unit of Special Edu­ 
cation. 
The policies of the board 
of school trustees had been 
developed, codified, duplicat­ 
ed and made available to all 
Interested persons. The re­ 
port noted 
that the board 
held regularly monthly meet­ 
ings and the minutes 
were 
bound and properly signed. 
The libraries at the high 


school and junior high school 
were 
functional 
and 
were 
large enough to support class 
research. 
Also noted that most ele­ 
mentary classrooms were at­ 
tractive and functional in de­ 
sign. A remedial reading pro­ 
gram was housed in a separate 
building where adequate space 
and facilities 
provided an 
atmosphere conductive to learn 
ing. Many instructional aids 
were being used by qualified 
staff members for the develop­ 
ment of reading skills.
